8 Paris was a nineteen-year-old 
messenger boy employed in the office of 
Charles B. Ryan, Assistant General Pas 
sengcr Agent of tho Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad at Cincinni 

He forged Mr. Ryan's name to a check 
for $625, cashed it, appropriated a deposit 
of $25, and swindled Mr. Brown, General 
Ticket Agent at the Grand Central Depot, 
out of $50. 

He bears a bad reputation, and was im- 
plicated in the robbery of the safe in the 
office several months ago. 

At that time the safe was robbed of 
something over $145. 

Paris, who was the messenger boy and 
sub clerk in the office, with M. R. Bur 
gess of this city, another clerk, was sus 
pected, and both were taken to police 
headquarters. No evidence was 
found against cither, but the money was 
said to have been made good by Burgess's 
father. 

Burgess left the employ of the com 
pany, or rather was allowed to resign. 

Paris made a strong show of injured 
innocence, and as there had never been 
sny actual evidence against him he was 
retained. It was learned, however, at 
the time that he was in the habit of shoot- 
ing craps in the office with other clerks, 
and he was also a fiend against the 
nickel-in-the slot" machines, in which 
he deposited a large portion of his salary. 
He never seemed to win, and was always 
complaining about bis continued ill luck. 

Mr. Ryan and his chief clerk, F. J, 
Zingerle, frequently sent him to the Mar 
ket National Bank with their privato de 
posit, and he was well known to the offl 
cials of the bank. He always dressed 
well, smoked cigarettes and affected a 
sportive style and went with sportive 
people

posit of $25. About an hour later Mr.

Washington, March 27.— The solemn 
funeral ceremonies of the late Senator 
Colquitt, of Georgia, were condncted 
In the senate chamber Tuesday morn- 
ing.

Shortly before 
then the casket containing the remaina, 
and leden with wreaths of flowers, had 
been carried Into the chamber and 
placed on a bier in the area in front of 
the clerk's desk. 

In a few minutes afterward the of- 
ficials of the government whose pres- 
ence had been invited were in their 
seats — the members of tho cabinet, the 
chief justice and associate justices of 
the supreme court, many tnemtiers of 
the diplomatic corps, the speaker and 
members of the house of representa- 
tives, and tho general commanding the 
army. The ladies of the family of the 
dead senator, heavily draped in mourn- 
ing, sat near the coffin. 

The services were conducted by the 
Senate chaplain. Rev. Mr. Milburn. as- 
sisted by the chaplain of the house of 
representatives Rev. Mr. Bagby. 

The prayer was offered by Mr. Bug- 
by, beginning with the declaration: "I 
am the resurrection and the life. He 
that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live."
